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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The indicated allowability of claims 1 and 2 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to EP 572,179. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1-2 and 12-^y are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
572,179 (equivalent US 5,178,959). 

The reference discloses a linear epoxy-functional fluorosilicones represented by 
the formula M E D Rf x M E where 



The reference differs from the claims in that the aliphatic residue having at least one 
perfluoroalky with 6 to 12 carbon atoms instead one CF3 in pendent group exemplified in 
the reference specification. (See page 2, lines 35). However, the reference further 
discusses the high fluorine content of fluoroalkyl groups can be obtained (see page 2, 
lines 46-57 or see col. 2, lines 46-49 in and col. 4, lines 15 in US '959). The amount of 
catalyst present in the composition is not critical, so long as proper polymerization is

effected (see col. 8, lines 20-25). Therefore, it would have been obvious to those skilled 
in the art to modify the length of fluoroalkyl group to obtain the present composition. 

4. Claims 3-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 14-17 are allowed. 



6. Claims <^-13.and (18-22 ar£ objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial 



duplicate of claims 2-3 and 7-11. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so 
close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
